Ail the gigss factories will be in operation 
by to-morrow, after seven months’ suspension on 
account of a strike. The river coal mines, which 
have been closed nearly all winter owing to a de- 
pression of trade, resumed to-day, where no at- 
tempt was made to reduce ae In the third 
and fourth poois a number of pits are stilt closed 
because the men refused to return to work at less 
than the district price of three aad one-half cents 
for the third and three cents for the fourth poo

The city triumphed in the Circuit Court, 
aud the case was appealed in October 
to the Supreme Court, whose decision 
has been anxiously awaited. Meanwhile the work 
of reconstructing other streets went steadily on, 
the contractors knowing that if the Supreme 
Court decision declared the ordinance unconsti- 
tutional their speciat tax bills would be worth- 
less, and they would get no pay for 
their work. It was also reaiized that 
a decision adverse to the city would put an end 
to the granite reconstruction untii the State con- 
stitution could be amended so as to authorize it.

Commercial Notes. 

The wheat crop of South Australia is estimated 
at 20,900,000 bu, and of Victoria 17,400,000 bu, or a 
total of 38,300,000 bu, against 16,107,571 bu the pre- 
ceding year, This shows an increase of 22,192,000 
bu in 1883-4 crop over that of 1882-3. Much of this 
additional supply is expected ito come to Great 
Britain, so the Lopdon Economist says._—New 
York exporters claim that if the American wheat 
markets hold steady Europe will be enabled 
to work off her hoidings, or at any rate hedge 
against them. They also say that Europe wants 
American wheat, and will soon bein the market 
as a buyer, providing American values hold 
steady. Messrs. Orthwein Bros, to-day sold

tor to Alex H. Smith of the Victoria Millis, which 
will be used as wanted by the purchaser.

The Markets. 
FOR ENOON SESSION. CLOSING AT1P. M. 

Indications rather favored a daecline when the 
market opened. The other markets were weaker, 
cables were dull and estimated receipts here and 
in Chicago were very fair. Wheat opened here 
1-16c off at $1 11% for May, but it at once bounded 
upward under an urgent demand until it reached 
$1 12, reports of further large 
sales of cash wheat to millers causing 
free buying, and the market further strengthened 
just then by a firmer Chicago. Then followed a 
relapse on more unfavorable advices and values 
here gradually sagged back to $1 11%. Chicago 
was the chief “influence” for this weakness, and 
private advices from that market reported the 
crowd as bearish, though several strong houses 
were buying steadily on the breaks.

tion in this market did not stay for any length of 
time anu subsequently came a lively break in prices 
again following Chicago, where wheat, coru and 
provision» were all dectining. with the “Big 4” 
said to be selling heavily. The home market be- 
came weaker and weaker 4s outside advices be. 
came more and more dejiressing, a couple of large 
purchases by Francis & Bro. at $1 11% failing to 
check the decline, which continued until $1 10%@ 
111 was reached, closing at that, which 
was 5c below Saturaay’s close. Outside of the 
65.000 bu No. @ red that sold for miliing, very few 
cash grades changed hands, and there was seen- 
ingly litle demand except ata considerable de- 
cline. 

Corn was slow from a speculative point of view, 
as trading in futures was small.’

A very lively row between the President 
and his Attorney-General seems to be in- 
evitable.

lam constantly askea why I don’t go to the 
Hurrison meetings and take partin the services.

It 
may be thus applied through the instrumentality 
of Mr. Harrison—but not more likely through him 
than by any other man who preaches the truth— 
and if he sets up Claims, or uses means forbidden 
or not Warranted in the Scriptures, then whatever 
appearances may be, not so likely by him as by 
any other authorized preacher or the wora, But 
fourth: 1 believe that the most of Mr. Harrison’s 
proceedings are contrary to the Scriptures, and 
therefore | cannot take part in them.

Steel Men do Not Wantthe Tariff Touched 
—Business Very Dull. 

The gentlemen interested in the manufacture of 
steel here have not yet had an opportunity to ex- 
amine the pending bill providing for a reduction 
of the tariff, and consequently are not prepared to 
make any discussion as to Whialt its effects will 
be, “I think,” said ove of them this morning, 
“that they ought to let the tariff on steel alone, at 
least for the present. As a matter of fact, we have 


not had time enough yet io determine what 
the effect of the last reduction is tobe. That 
was made ny a litle over a year ago, and it is 
impossible to form any correct estimate of a bill 
affecting the import trade in that brief period, 
However, I am not in a position to speak on the 
proposed measure yet.” 

Another gentleman in the same line remarked: 
“] know nothwg of the bili, but it is my impres- 
sion Jbat unless it provides for a very large cut 
on the tari it will Lot 
much effect either way. The present tariff, 
you know, is $17 92, or in round figures, $18 per 
tou. There bas been absolutely u0 importation of 
steel during the pust year, the explanation being 
very apparent. he tariff made it itapossibie. 
Now if they only cut the rate a few dollars, the 
fizure will stiii be ample to make it impossible tor 
furvign manufacturers to compete. Lev me illus- 
trate. Suppose they knock off half the rate, that 
would still leave a tariff of $9 per ton. Now the 
lowest rates that have been made 
on the other side of the water, 
so far as I have seen the quotutions, were 
at $25 per tov. Add the §9 tariff, Lue $2 50 freight- 
age, aud fifty cents for insurance, abu you have a 
total of $37 per ton, Which 18 the lowest they could 
possibly deliver ruils in New York for. Our man- 
ufacturers, on the other hand, are selling for $34, 
I got a letter this moroiug Trom one of 
the largest factories in the coun- 
try anuouncing that figure. Hence, 
even with that immense reduction of tarfi— 
which of course will not be altempted—there 
would be no importation so longas our market 
holds so low. There is adsointeiy ho business 
duing in our line at all, the suicidal policy of over 
proauction having brought about the greatest 
staguauon 1 have ever Wiluessed, 
The mills of this couutrv have a 
capacity for making 16.000 miles of 
rails per year, and the bi st year iv railroad 
puiding that we have ever ad showed &@ totil of 
only 9,000 miles.

Discussing Possible Presidential 
Candidates, — 


Interview With a Minister—Converse 
and His Wool Bill—Hazen and Greely 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, February 18.—Mr, Converse is a 
good deal disturbed about the pubiication in the 
New York Heraid and other papers of the fact 
that he has decided to give up his fight for the 
restoration of the wool tariff. “There is not a 
word of truth in it,” he said; “on the contrary, I 
think the proposition is gaining strength, and I 
hope to be able tocall it up next suspension day, 
and.at least to yet a test vote in the House upon 
it. If we can show a majority of the House in its 
favor, as I think we shall be able to, it will help 
us greatly. The wool-growers of the various sec- 
tions of the country are making every effort to 
show to Congress tiie necessity for action of this 
kind, and I think many who were notin favor of 
the measure a month ago are now willing to sup- 
port it.” 

HAZEN AND GREELY. 

The report of the Proteus Court of Inquiry upon 
Gen. Hazen’s management of the expedition ina 
relief of Lieut.

WICHITA, KAN., February 16.—To many who 
have never Visited the vast expanse of territory 
inthe West denominated “prairie,” it is difficult 
to adequately portray the actual facts, and in 
such a manner that they wili be comprehensiye 
and truthful, still explicit enough to convey the 
proper idea and not create an impression of a 
barren waste or a modern Arcadia. When the 
prairies of Kansas were new to men, though old 
to time, it required considerable hardihood to 
venture oyt upon them, but now how different. 
Now the problem of success has been solved by 
others, and those who venture do not do 80 upon 
uncertainty. Now the rolling expanse shows 
across its face, here in Kansas, 

THE SANTA FE TRAIL, 

with its steel fingers pointing westward to the 
mountains, eastward to the great and growing 
marts, northward to the fields of ice and snow 
and southward to the Indian Nation. The 
“Frisco” has extended its arms from St. Louis 
until it has greeted the Santa Fe at Wichita. 
The St. Louis, Fort Scott and Wichita has 
reached the common center, shook hands 
with its older brothers and brought the 


respects of the “Gulf Road” and the Kansas City, 
Spriogfield and Mempiis, in the magnolla flower 
and snow-whiite cottou bulb of the Bouih. A new 
road, the Wichita, McPherson ard Denver is 
expected to be built this summer, to connect 
with the Uvion Pacific at McPherson, while the 
Santa Fe has already extended 4 branch to the 
Westward into Kingman County. 

Now the very aspect of the country has changed 
~—here around us we see the busy commercial 
center of Wichita, of whig¢h we will give you 
some idea as we progress, In coming hither we 
speedea through towns and cities which show 
business prosperity in their stores, elevators, 
wills aud factories; refinement in their dwellings 
and pubiie buiidings; progress in their improve. 
ments; @uligliienment in their schools and 
churches, aud prosperity in their general char- 
acteristics, 

As we ride over the broad bosom of Sedgwick 
County we note the groves of artificial timber, 
weil advanced, the peach and apple orchards, the 
comfortabie farm houses, the iarge barns, and 
bere for tbe first time see cory wuicb has been, 
busked and stacked like immense ricks of hay 
waiting to be marketea.

tion; Decause these people do uot prouuce but 
cupsume ; Decause Lhey and their lamilies must be 
ied and clothed; because it takes mhure stores to 
do it, and largely increases the resident popuia- 
Lion, because it translorms a crude product iu a 
commodity worth doubie, triple anu ofteu quad- 
rupie its origina! value; thus by a series of nec- 
essary resulls lorees prices up aud Gevelopes the 
latent resources of the loculily as well as muiti- 
plying their Vaiues. 

Sedgwick County, Kansas, and its unusual re- 
sources bas still many avenues Of weaith, untried 
and undeveloped, principaily the resuits of the 
labors of the agricuitural workers.

There were 24,451 sheep reported in the 
county, Dot Cotluling Whe increase; the woul 
cup was 126,262 pouvds—heuce abundadce of 
crude material could ve secured for a good sized 
woolen miil. 

The yeur past has been one where the farmers 
of Sedgwick Couvty have paid more atiention 
thau ever before io the vat crop. Phenomenai 
yields of from 80 to 116 busiiels have been the re- 
auit, aud to-day they are iu the van with this crop 
as inecorn. The total yield reported was 1,459,222 
bushels from 25,159 acres, Tuts immediately sug- 
yests the feasibility Of a large Oat meal mill and 
uiso a papér mull to utilize the straw now 
burned.

How a EKnick-Knack Peddler Grew 
to be a Burglar. 


One of the Most Successfal Cracksmen in 
the Country—The Newsboy ‘‘Racket” 
—His Storehouse. 4

New York, February 18—The remarkably suc- 
cessful career of one of the most daring burglars 
in the metropolis was cut short Saturday by the 
arrest of James Stanton, aged 20 years. When 
atrestod Stanton feigned surprise and innocence, 
but finally concluded that his game was up and 
admitted his guilt. He was taken to the Twenty- 
niuth Precinct Station, on Thirtieth street, where 


he gave his residence as the Union Hotel, corner 
Bowery and Hester street. Detective Price went 
to the man's room at the hotel and found in his 
trunk aud inthe bureau drawers a large amount 
of table silverware, albums, photograpis of well 
known New York people, locks of hair; souvenirs 
and eiher small trinkets ef more or less vaiue; a 
portion of his booty, together with eighty-three

shops, represeuting goods valued at e- 
tween §2,500 and §4,000, and on which 
he had obtained in the aggregate about 
$500. Stanton is a medium sized, slim built mao 
with a paie face, beardless, light brown hair and 
small, balf closed eyes almost devoid of lashes. 
When addressed or speaking, he studiously 
avoids the eyes of those near hin. He was rather 
fashionably attired in a ODlack coat 
and vest, black and white striped 
trousers, brown fail overcoat, cardinal searf and 
new derby and gaiters. When formaily arraigned 
before Justice White, at the Jefferson Market 
oe yesterday, he gazed with w smile express-

at the court and was reaiaudea until 1 o’clock 
this afternoon. At the station he recounted 
tO a4 correspoudent of the PostT-DisPaTCH the 
foliowing details of his brief career;

I hid it in an vid disused cellar at ile 
nortiwest corner of Second avenue aud Thir- 
teenth street.

He ‘said 
it was his custom to bide bis piunder there for a 
day or \Wo acd then dispose of it.

There is not quite as much reason or cousist- 
ency in “Skipped by the Light of the Moon” as 
there is in “‘A Bunch of Keys,” which, however, 
it much resembles in its general make up.
